A comparison  of  the  death  rate 
during?  the  recent  heated  term 
with  that  of  other  cities  through- 
out the  country  would  of  Itself 
suggest  to  the  casual  reader  that 
the  conditions  under  which  the  _ 
people  of  the  Capital  City  live  dif- 
ferent from  those  of  other  cities. 

For  the  past  ten  days  the  whole 
eastern  United  States  has  ex- 
perienced heat  of  unuanal  inten- 
sity. In  New  York  City  the  death 
rate  from  this  canse  averagud  far 
a time,  over  s hundred  a day.  In 
Washington  the  maximum  tem- 
perature for  two  days  was  98  de- 
grees and  for  ten  days  averaged 
about  95  degrees,  yet  the  nnmber 
ot  deaths  was  very  small,  abont 
fifteen  for  the  whole  heated  term- 

The  causes  of  this  peculiar  ex- 
emption from  fatality  are  not  far 
to  seek-  The  streets  are  very 
broad,  from  one  hundred  to  oae 
hundred  snd  sixty  feet,  and  are 
lined  on  both  sides  with  trees,  so 
that  pedestrians  can  keep  almost 
continually  in  the  shada 

Another  reason  is  that  with  the 
exception  of  a comparatively  small 
nnmber  of  laborers,  the  occupation 
of  tbe  city  lain  tbe  line  of  office 
work.  The  army  of  nearly  twenty 
thousand  government  clerks  work 
in  buildings  kept  as  cool  as  pos- 
sible by  electrical  fans,  and  every 
precaatlon  Is  taken  to  prevent 
sickness.  When  the  days  are 
very  hot,  the  offices  close  at  three 
or  half  past,  three  o’clock,  aad 
then  the  people  can  get  out  into 
the  parks  or  on  to  the  river. 

All  the  government  clerks  ere 
entitled  to  thirty  days  annual 
leave,  and,  if  sick,  to  thirty  day* 
sick  leave,  with  full  pay,  and  dar- 
ing the  hottest  part  of  the  summer 
everyone  who  can  be  spared,  goes 
jjt  to  salov  a vacation.
